com FALCONER was as fair a creature as man ever doted 
upon. 

in the mansion of the nobleman or the palace of the king, she would 
have held her own against all comers. 

Just as loads of jewellery and fine raiment could not have made her 
prettier, so the cotton dress and the small woollen shawl which she wore 
going to, and coming from, the factory did not take away from her hand- 
gome appearance one whit. 

Poets have often sung the praises of rustic beauties such as Fanny 
Falconer; and no doubt one would have drunk in a whole heaven of 
delight to have seen her, short-petticoated and barefooted, gathering 
flowers, for instance, in some great meadow which appeared to have neither 
beginning nor ending, or to have watched her turning the hay, or milking 
the cow, or feeding the pet lambs, or tidying up some little cottage, too 
small for care, but large enough for love.

Against the country, with all its sweetness and brightness, I have not a 
word to say—my only wish is that we saw more of it—but I do protest 
against the notion, very generally acted upon, that the lives of the poor in 
our large cities are humdrum, uninteresting affairs, that their trials, and 
triumphs, and discomfitures are no concern of ours, are not, indeed, 
deserving a moment’s thought from us. 

If we had eyes to see, ears to hear, and hearts to feel, it would be found 
that farces, comedies, and tragedies—most of the last-mentioned—are in 
progress all round about us. As we followed their development, the plot 
deepening or lightening as the case might be, we would realize that life is 
no dull, dreary thing, that, on the contrary, it is replete with intense in- 
terest at every stage and turn, and in every case, that itis charged with 
momentous issues and is working out weighty destinies. 

Though only seventeen when we first take up the thread of her life, 
Fanny Falconer had little time for play. 

Her father had died some seven years ago, leaving her mother to bring 
up three delicate children as best she could. 

The only one of these children who survived the privations of these 
years was Fanny; for, do what Mrs. Falconer liked, she could not always 
scrape together even the barest necessaries of life for the four of them. 

Tender-hearted Poor Law Guardians and relieving officers may think 
that here I exaggerate. Nothing of the kind, the terrible fact being that 
thousands of persons perish in this Christian land every year from want 
of food—that is, from want of proper food, and plenty of it. For this I 
don’t blame the Poor Law, and those charged with its administration; but 
I do say this, that, Thirty-nine Articles and Confessions of Faith not- 
withstanding—wherein the duty of providing for the poor is strictly 
enforced—there is not a single Christian denomination of any size in 
England, except it be the Quakers, which has any regular system of 
relieving even its own poor. 

Mrs. Falconer, like tens of thousands of other widows, learned all this 
to her cost ; and the lesson was a precious hard one. Of sympathy she 
got more than an abundant supply; of substantial help she received 
nothing worth speaking of. 

It may seem unnecessary and tedious tc mention all this; but the 
reader will yet see that this phase of modern society is brought out for a 
purpose in connection with Fanny Falconer. 





She had commenced to “ walk out ’—as that bewitching business called 


courtship is sometimes described—with Thomas Illingworth, a joiner, 
about four years her senior. 

They had known each other for months, almost ever since Illingworth 
had come to Manchester and entered on his first job as a full-fledged 
journeyman. 

To see the two strolling along that magnificent promenade, Eccles Old 
Road, on a Sunday afternoon, was something well worth seeing—he the 
embodiment of strength, she of beauty. 

Forgetting their manners, people used to turn round after passing them 
and gaze at them with mingled admiration and envy.

Then I went to the Sunday 
School. Going there was like going to one’s execution. My clothes were 
poor; my pence few. When I think of all that this state of things brought 
upon me, I wonder that, boy as I was, I did not go and drown myself, 
right off." 

Fanny could keep back her pent-up feelings no longer. The sad words 
only too well described her own experience and sufferings after her father’s 
death. But it was not that which made her cry. It was the thought that 
the man she loved, the man who now stood by her side and poured his 
bitter experience into her ear, the man who was probably as high-spirited 
and proud when a boy as any lad in his native town—it was this that made 
her give way. 

“Don’t fret, Fanny,” he said, stroking her soft, sweet face with his 
large, hard hand, yet doing so as gently as a mother strokes the face of her 
firstborn child when it needs yet cannot find rest; ‘‘ don’t fret, Fanny, 
my flower, I have got over it all now. I can hold my head as high as any 
of them, though no thanks to them. They cared nothing for me—what 
is more, they scorned me, would have spat upon me if they dared—when 
I was ragged, helpless, poor. Now that I can work for myself, now that 
I can clothe myself as well as they can, I mean to act upon the hard 
lessons which I learned when a boy as far as churches and chapels go.”

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MR. JOHN BRIGHT. 


ADO doubt a great many people who attended the important meeting 
about British India, in the Town Hall, on Tuesday, might honestly 
confess—as I do—that they went, not because of their interest in 

or knowledge of the subject, but simply because they wanted to hear the 

greatest English orator of the day. Such a desire is, of course, by no 
means a blameworthy one, though it is not unfrequently prejudicial to 
the thorough ventilation of a great question, as I shall endeavour to show 
presently. In one respect it does not matter much what kind of audience 


a speaker has so long as he is allowed to have his full say, for if he is a~ 


man of eminence his words appear in every daily newspaper in the king- 
dom the next day—always supposing that the telegraph arrangements do 
not break down, as they have of late shown a constant and mysterious 
knack of doing when Mr. Gladstone or any other leading Liberal states- 
man speaks—and the readers do not trouble themselves much about 
the nature of the audience. But I have hinted of one incon- 
venience attending an assembly the major portion of which is brought 
together by mere curiosity; and this inconvenience was strikingly 
illustrated at the meeting on Tuesday. A part of the audience ap- 
peared to think that the affair had been got up for their especial 
delectation and in order that they might have an opportunity of 
hearing Mr. Bright speak, instead of for the consideration of one of the most 
important subjects that can occupy the mind of the public. Apparently 
entertaining this view, it was not surprising that they should listen with 
ill-disguised impatience to those who interposed between them and their 
expected oratorical treat, and that they should not be very willing to accord 
Sir Arthur Cotton that courtesy which he has aright to expect. It is true 
that Sir Arthur is not an eloquent speaker. He is even rather tedious, 
and not always too clear. But he probably knows more about the facts 
of the case than any other man living, and it is one of the chief objects 
of the association which invited him down to collect facts. He is an old 
man, too—fifty years have passed, he says, since he first pressed the 
subject upon the attention of the Government—and was stating opinions 
founded upon long experience. Therefore it was hardly fair that he 
should be cut short, as he unmistakably was, in a very abrupt way. 

One must, however, take things as they are, and, congratulating the 
association on the discrimination of the reporters, who were careful to give 
Sir Arthur Cotton’s speech in extenso, turn to Mr. Bright. The Right 
Hon. gentleman’s speech, regarded merely as a piece of oratory, did not 
strike me as being one of his happiest efforts. It contained many splendid 
passages and glowing periods, but it was on the whole rather unequal 
and a trifle laboured. Eastern subjects do not fire his imagination as 
they do that of Lord Beaconsfield, though this is perhaps all the better, for 
itis doubtful if the imagination of Englishmen has not been more injurious to 
India than their rapacity and oppression. If Lord Beaconsfield had a little 
lessimagination and a little more common sense, both this and other Eastern 
questions might have been settled, or be in the way of settlement before 
now. But whatever may be one’s opinion of the oratorical or literary merits 
of the speech—and I do not pretend to discuss it in its practical bearings at 
all—it was certainly delivered with an energy and vigour which recalled the 
old triumphs of twenty years ago. Since he has taken to live half his 
time at Llandudno, the sea breezes at that charming watering-place seem 
to haye given Mr. Bright a new lease of life, and, but for the silver 
whiteness of his hair, one could hardly think him as being above fifty. 
He has now, one might say, all the advantages of comparative youth, 
together with all those which accrue from age and experience. The old 
force is still there, but it is subdued by the calm faith, founded on long 
experience, that all things have their appointed day, and the belief that, 
to use his own fine expression, it is registered in the decrees of the Supreme 
that that which he has worked for shall come in the fulness of time. The 
old fire is still burning, but it is changed into a clear and steady light, 
before which all evil things in politics and policy strive to shrink back 
into the darkness. 

It is by no means easy to define the peculiar charm of Mr. Bright’s 
oratory, the manner which, even were the matter less important, would have 
sufficed to give him the foremost place amongst those who govern multi- 
tudes by their tongues. Mr. Gladstone is perhaps more eloquent than his 
old colleague, or rather I might say more fluent, but the two are not to be 
compared in method of delivery. It is no discredit to Mr. Bright that he 
has paid—probably, at least—some attention to those effects which strike 
an audience, which the ex-Premier does not seem to have done. Mr. 























Gladstone’s sentences are sometimes very involved and his manner rather 
awkward, while Mr. Bright is always wonderfully clear, and his mode of 
delivery essentially dramatic. The highest attainment of dramatic art I 
take to be that expressed by Shakspere in his advice about “ suiting the 
action to the word, the word to the action,” and this Mr. Bright does ina 
remarkable way. Throughout one of his longest speeches the most 
fastidious critic could hardly find a gesture out of place, or an expression 
which lacked its appropriate action, and this quality is especially notice- 
able in his delivery of the scraps of poetry which he introduces in his 
speeches, for it is in the delivery of poetry that nine out of ten persons, 
who can speak prose well enough, lamentably fail. The voice too is one 
that you are compelled to listen to, so clear and ringing and musical are 
its tones, so skilful its modulation, and so powerful its range. Add to 
these qualities a fine and commanding presence and even then you can 
only.give to people who have not heard the member for Birmingham but 
a faint idea of what constitutes the peculiar, and, as far as I know, un- 
exampled effect of his oratory. 

Like most public men who are getting on in years Mr. Bright 
often talks about finally retiring from public life and leaving the field 
completely to younger men. I don’t think he will do so, at least until 
absolute infirmity compels his withdrawal. Mr. Gladstone said 
the same three years ago, and he has been the most active public man in 
England ever since. The times, in fact, are too serious; and though a 
man may talk about retiring, no earnest politician who feels himself still 
able to render service to his country can refrain from doing so. It is a 
pleasing thing to the Liberal party to think that Mr. Bright is not yet 
going to decline any further active participation in their work, as his 
frequent public appearances of late may fairly lead them to believe. I, 
for one, should not be surprised to find him taking a leading part in the 
new movement which is designed to bring to a close the scandalous mis- 
management of British India. It would indeed be a splendid close to one 
of the noblest and most usefal careers run by any Englishman of this 
century if Mr. Bright, to whom his fellow-countrymen owe so many of 
the blessings of freedom and progress which they now enjoy, were to be 
instrumental in procuring the extension of the same benefits to the people 
of India, ~*

THOSE DREADFUL WOMEN. 


[BY OUR OWN LOAFER. ] 


f ’AINGS must indeed have come to a sad pass when I, who yield to no 
7» one in my respect and admiration, and even, be it said sud rosa, aflection 
” for the gentle sex, am constrained to put as a heading toa few re- 
marks the shocking words given above. And I very much fear that things 
have, in truth, come to a sad pass so far as the feminine portion of human 
kind is concerned. I remember when, as a small boy, I was rusticating 
in one of the agricultural counties hearing an old song the burden of 
which was ‘‘ Old England’s a-going down at hill.’ I do not recollect 
what particular grounds the songsmith alleged for this belief of 
his, but I fancy that I might very well apply. the sentiment 
to womankind, and give some tolerably good reasons for holding such an 
opinion of our fair neighbours. Just at present, however, I will not make 
my assertion quite so sweeping. I will not meddle with high class affairs 
or high class women. I will not even have a rap, as I might very well do, 
at the frivolities of fashion and the petty, miserable matters with which so 
many ladies busy themselves, whilst they might be interesting themselves 
in, and helping forward, enterprises of importance and benefit to their 
fellow-creatures. I am content to let such matters alone, and to 
confine my observations to women of what would be termed a lower station 
in life. And what do I find to gramble and growl about concerning them ? 
Much; very much; but I cannot pretend to refer to a tithe of the matters 
which present themselves to my view and call for condemnation. There 
are drunkenness, wastefulness, want of cleanliness, and ever so many 
other “ nesses,” little and big, all crowding forward and forcing them- 
selves upon our attention ; but we have recently had brought very promi- 
nently under our notice one particular thing to which I would refer. Not 
unfrequently I spend a portion of the morning in the police courts, 
watching the administration of justice, and noting the cases which come 
before the justices ; and I have really begun to experience a feeling of pity 
for the lay magistrates. The “ great unpaid” are often laughed at and 
made sport of, but I have of late come to think that they are somewhat to be 
pitied, by reason of the nature of the cases which come before them. True 
it is, that they are not very often called upon to rack their brains in the 
settlement of questions of law. Matters involving legal points are usually 
set apart for the learned stipendaries, and should a lay magistrate have a 
mine sprung upon him at any time, and find himself confronted with a legal 
difficulty he has always at hand to pilot him safely through an astute 
justices’ clerk. So far he is all right ; but then, as I take it, his troubles 
arise from the fact that he usually has relegated to him the hearing of 
the smaller kind of summons cases. And of what do these summons 
cases mainly consist ? Why, according to my experience of old women’s 
quarrels, women appear to be everlastingly falling out and bringing each 
other before the magistrates, and that brings me to the cause of my 
pitying the great unpaid, and my experiencing great vexation of spirit in 
regard to ‘those dreadfal women.” It is, I fear, too much 
to expect that mortal women will ever live without quarrelling and 
allowing their tongues to run too freely, but surely they might moderate 
their language. The abominable words to which lay magistrates have to 
listen, proceeding from the mouths of, in many cases, apparently decent 
women, can hardly be conceived by those who have not had the privi- 
lege (?) of hearing it in court, or who have not taken the trouble to pay 
attention to a woman's row in some of the less respectable parts 
of the town. It does not matter whether the summons has been 
taken out for threats, or assault, or abusive language. It always 
turns out that there has been a great deal of shameful talking indulged 
in, and although a witness may sometimes pretend to be reluctant to utter 
such shocking stuff, this is eventually poured into the ears of the much- 
to-be-condoled-with justices with a glibeness which evidences considerable 
experience in its use. What in the world is to be done to put a stop to 
this disgraceful language, it is hard to say. Fines, warnings, imprison- 
ments, binding over to keep the peace, and so forth, seem to have no effect. 
I should be inclined to advocate the ducking of all women who so disgrace 
themselves; but I fear that immersion in the Irwell or the Medlock would 
perhaps be too effectual a cure, the culprits running the risk of being 
poisoned, and, therefore, I have to abandon that scheme. I cannot 
recommend that husbands should administer correction, because I should, 
in that way, be encouraging a breach of the peace. I certainly feel non- 
plussed. In the meantime, no one can deny that the evil is a grave one, 





and that it must have a terribly demoralising effect upon the rising 
generation. Where is the man who will formulate some plan to check 
the bad courses of “ those dreadful women?” Echo answers, 
‘“* Where ?”’

CAWS OF THE WEEK. 


GBurvsa has fallen at last. Well, no one disputes that Osman Pasha 
WJ and his brave troops did all that men could do before they gave in. 

By the way, the Courier, like other papers, announced this impor- 
tant event on Tuesday. This, nevertheless, was the style in which a 
summary of the war news was commenced in the same issue :—‘t Ghazi 
Osman and his army are still in Plevna, and they have made no sign that 
they are at all anxious to come out. Is it possible that he foresaw that 
the investment of the place was highly probable, that he fully prepared 
for it, and, as far as one in his position could do such a thing, encouraged 











it?” This was good. But it was nothing compared with the conclusion 
of the article, which was as follows:—‘ A telegram was received from 
Bucharest shortly after midnight, stating that after a severe engagement 
on Sunday, Osman Pasha, who was wounded, surrendered unconditionally, 
and that the Turks in Plevna were dying of hunger. No confirmation of 
this report, however, had reached us at the time of going to press.”” The 
despatch was a Reuter’s telegram. It was definite enough in its state.

Tue following telegram, from Vienna, appeared in the Daily News the 
other day :—-‘ It has been suggested to the Sultan that he should endeavour 
to induce Murad to formally abdicate, but his Majesty has refused to take 
this step because it would be a proof of Murad’s mental recovery.” This 
is really too bad. Only fancy the fact that a sovereign or ex-sovereign 
has the sense formally to abdicate being taken as a proof of his sanity, 
Perhaps it would be right to regard the step in that light, after all.
